To either of the Constables in the Town of Hopedale in said 
County, Greetings: 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Hopedale 
qualified to vote in Town affairs, to meet in the Dennet 
Auditorium of the Hopedale Junior-Senior High School, Adin 
Groce, On Monday, the 2nd day of April A.D. 1984, at 7:30 P.M., 
then and there to act upon the following articles, namely: 


Beetcte J To see if the Town will vote._tovhear and jact 
upon the report of the Selectmen, and any other offices, depart- 
ments and committees of said town. 


Article 2. To see what salary and compensation the Town 
will allow each elected officer for his/her services. 
(Selectmen) 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against 
the Town. (Selectmen) 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue for the 
financial year beginning July 1, 1984, in accordance with the 
provisions of the General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to 
issue a note or notes therefore, payable within one year, and to 
renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than 
One year in accordance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 
aae5Gection 17. (Treasurer) 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell by sale or public auction any or all real 
estate owned by the Town by reason of the foreclosure of tax 
titles thereon and to execute, acknowledge and deliver a proper 
deed or deed therefore, authority therefore to expire May l, 
1985 or take any action in relation thereto. (Selectmen) 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to sell at public or private sale, for such 
price as they consider equitable, and upon such terms and conditions 
as they deem necessary, parcels of vacant land presently under the 
control of the Board of Selectmen and not required for any municipal 
purposes. The total area of land sold to any one person, not to 
exceed two (2) acres. A record of all sales giving the name and 
addresses of the purchasers, the area and location of the land sold 
and the price sold therefore shall be kept by the Selectmen and 
Shall be available for public inspection at all reasonable times. 
Authority therefore to expire July 1, 1985, or take any action in 
relation thereto. (Selectmen)

Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners to appoint a member of 
the Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners as the paid 
Superintendent of Sewers for Fiscal Year 1985, or take any 
other action in relation thereto. (Water & Sewer Commissioners) 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
through assessments as provided under Chapter 83, Section 16, 
and to be collected Chapter 44 Section 53E, the Bond issue 
payments of the Sewer Department, or take any action in 
relation thereto. (Water & Sewer Commissioners) 


Artice 9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and 
transfer from available funds under Chapter 44 Section 53A to be 
expended and assessed under Chapter 83, Section 16 by the Board 
of Water and Sewer Commissioners for the operation and maintenance 
of the Sewer Department or take any action in relation thereto. 
(Water & Sewer Commissioners) 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
following sections of the Mass. General Laws of Chapter 83, 
Sections 16A to 16F inclusive, or take any action in relation 
thereto. (Water & Sewer Commissioners) 


Section 16A. Certificate of acceptance; effect; recordation 

If the Rates and charges due to a city, town, municipality or 
sewer district which accepts this section and sections sixteen of 
such acceptance in the proper registry of deeds, for supplying 
Or providing for a sewer system or rendering service or furnishing 
materials in connection therewith to or for any real estate at 
the request of the owner or tenant are not paid on or before their 
due date as established by local regulations, ordinances or by- 
laws, which due date shall be so established as to require pay- 
ments at least as often as annually, such rates and charges , 
together with interest thereon and costs relative thereto, shall 
be a lien upon such real estate as provided in section sixteen B. 
The register of deeds shall record such certificate of acceptance 
in a book to be kept for the purpose, which shall be kept in an 
accessible location in the registry. Sections sixteen B to 
Sixteen F, inclusive, shall also apply to a sewer district which 
has accepted sections sixteen A to sixteen F, inclusive, and 
whose clerk has so filed the certificate of acceptance. Wherever 
in said sections the words "board or officer in charge of the 
sewer department" or their equivalent appear they shall also 
mean and include the officers exercising similar duties in any 
city, town or district. A fire or water district authorized to 
provide a sewer system shall, for the purposes of sections 
sixteen A to sixteen F, inclusive, be deemed to be a sewer 
district. 


Section 16B. Effective date of sewer charge lien; 
termination; methods of collection and enforcement of rate or charge 
Such lien shall take effect by operation of law on the day 
immediately following the due date of such rate or charge and, 
unless dissolved by payment or abatement, shall continue until 
Such rate or charge has been added to or committed as a tax under 
section sixteen C, and thereafter, unless so dissolved, shall 
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continue as provided in section thirty-seven of chapter sixty, 
except that the date provided for termination of the lien in 
case of a recorded alienation shall be at the expiratio of 
two years from October first of the year of such additi: : or 
committal. Anything in this section to the contrary notwith- 
standing if any such rate or charge is not added to or committed 
aS a tax under section sixteen C on or before December thirty- 
first of the year immediately following the year in which such 
rate or charge becomes due, the lien for such rate or charge 
shall terminate on October first of the third year following 
the year in which such rate or charge becomes due. 
Notwithstanding such lien any such overdue rate or charge 
may be collected through any legal means, including the shutting 
off of a sewer connection, which may be deemed advisable; provided 
Prete arcer the termination of such a lien, no city, town or 
sewer: district shall attempt to enforce, by shutting off the 
sewer connection, collection of such rate or charge from any 
person, not liable therefor, who has succeeded to the title or 
interest of the person incurring such rate or charge. All such 
rates and charges excluded by court decree under section seventy- 
six B of chapter sixty shall, to the extent that they were 
properly chargeable to the person owning, or to the tenant 
occupying, the premises for which such rates and charges were 
incurred, be recoverable from such person or tenant, as the case 
may be, in an action of contract or otherwise. If at the time of 
the entry of such decree such person or tenant is still the 
owner or tenant of the premises, whether through redemption or 
otherwise, such rates and charges to the extent that they were 
properly chargeable to him, may be enforced in any other manner 
provided or available for collection and enforcement of sewer 
connection rates and charges. 


Section 16C. Certification of rate or charge to assessors; 
commitment as tax 

If a rate or charge for which a lien is in effect under 
section sixteen B has not been added to or committed as a tax 
and remains unpaid when the assessors are preparing a real 
estate tax list and warrant ot be committed by them under section 
fifty-three of chapter fifty-nine, the board or officer in charge 
of the sewer department, or the town collector of taxes, if 
applicable under section thirty-eight A of chapter forty-one, 
shall certify such rate or charge to the assessors, who shall 
forthwith add such rate or charge to the tax on the property to 
which it relates and commit it with their warrant to the 
collector of taxes as a part of such tax. If the property to 
which such rate or charge relates is tax exempt, such rate or 
charge shall be committed as the tax. 


Section 16D. Application of other law; powers of tax 
collectors 

Except as otherwise provided, the provisions of chapters 
fifty-nine and sixty shall apply, so far as pertinent, to all 
rates and charges certified to the assessors under section 
sixteen C. Without limiting the generality of the foregoing, 
upon commitment as a tax or part of a tax under said section 
sixteen C, all such rates and charges shall be subject to the 
provisions of law relative to interest on the taxes of which 
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they become, or, if the property were not tax exempt would become, 
a part; and the collector of taxes shall have the same powers 

and be subject to the same duties with respect to such rates and 
charges as in the case of annual taxes upon real estate, and the 
provisions of law relative to the collection of such annual taxes, 
the sale or taking of land for the nonpayment thereof and the 
redemption of land so sold or taken shall, except as otherwise 
provided, apply to such rates and charges. 


Section 16E. Remedies of aggrieved real estate owners 
An owner of real estate aggrieved by a charge imposed 

thereon under sections sixteen A to sixteen F, inclusive, in 
addition to such remedy as he may have under section ten of 
chapter one hundred and sixty-five, may apply for an abatement 
thereof by filing a petition with the board or officer having 
control of the sewer department within the time allowed by law 
for filing an application for abatement of the tax of which such 
charge is or, if the property were not tax exempt, would have 
been, a part, and if such board or officer finds that such 
charge is more than is properly due, a reasonable abatement shall 
be made; and except as otherwise provided herein, the provisions 
of chapter fifty-nine relative to the abatement of taxes by 
assessors shall apply, so far as applicable, to abatements 
hereunder. If such petition is denied in whole or in part, the 
petitioner may appeal to the appellate tax board upon the same 
terms and conditions as a person aggrieved by the refusal of 
the assessors of a city or town to abate a tax. 


Section 16F. Recovery of real estate owner against tenants 
An owner of real estate who, in order to prevent the 
imposition of a lien thereon or to discharge the same, has paid 
charges for sewer connections furnished to a tenant or other 
person who was bound to pay the same, may recover from such tenant 
Or other person in an action of contract the amount of the charges 
so paid with all incidental costs and expenses. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate or 
transfer under Chapter 41, Section 69B certain anticipated 
receipts for the operational expenses of the Water Department, 
or take anv action in relation thereto. (Water & Sewer Commissioners) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from any available funds in the Treasury, 
such sum or sums of money as may be deemed necessary to defray 
Town charges for the ensuing year, as contained in the Finance 
Committee Report. (Finance Committee) 


ARTICLE 13. To see what disposition the Town will make of 
monies received from the United States of America under the 
Revenue Sharing Trust Fund, or take any other action in relation 
thereto. (Finance Committee) 


ARTICLE 14. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for insect pest control. (Superintendent of 
Insect Pest Control) 


ARTICLE 15. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for the supression of Dutch Elm Disease. 
(Superintendent of Insect Pest Control) 
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Article 16., To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer a sum of money for the Stabilization 
Fund as provided under Chapter 40, Section 5B of the Mass. 
General Laws, or take any other action in relation thereto. 
(Finance Committee) 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate and/or transfer from Overlay Reserve, a sum or 
sums Of money for a Reserve Fund, or take any other action in 
relation thereto. (Finance Committee) 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to pay its share of the costs and 
expenses of the Central Massachusetts Regional Planning Commission 
District, or take any other action in relation thereto.

Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
provisions of Chapter 597 of the Acts of 1982, that allows former 
P.O.W.'sS to be exempt from the payment of automobile excise tax, 
or take any other action in relation thereto. (Selectmen) 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for post-graduate vocational tuition, or 
take any action in relation thereto. (School Committee) 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to transfer available, 
non-tax revenue from revolving accounts currently under control of 
the School Committee to the Hopedale Educational Endowment Trust, 

Or take any action in relation thereto. (School Committee) 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote’ to deposit any future 
non-tax revenue receipts in the Hopedale Endowment Trust, or take 
any action in relation thereto. (School Committee) 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to approve the 
appointment of a Regional School Study Committee by the Moderator, 
which shall consist of (3) three members comprised of; (1) one 
member from the present School Committee and (2) two members 
from the community at large, or take any action in relation 
thereto. (School Committee) 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for the town's assessment for the 
Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School, or take any action 
in relation thereto. (Blackstone Valley Regional School Member) 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to accept the gift 
of George Robertson, Joseph Rosenfeld and W. Gregory Burrill for 
a new fire alarm board or take any action in relation thereto. 
(Selectmen) 


Article 26. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to sell by bid or public auction one vehicle presently 
under control of the Police Department, said vehicle being valued 
at more than $500.00, or take any action in relation thereto. 
(Selectmen) 
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Article 27. To see what disposition the Town will make 
of funds received from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
under Section 3 (d) of. Chapter 637 of the Acts.of 1983, or 
take any action in relation thereto. (Road Commissioners) 


Article 28. To see whether the town will vote to 
authorize the Board of Assessors to take a sum or sums of 
money from available funds to reduce the tax levy for the 
current year, or take any other action in relation thereto. 
(Board of Assessors)

This report contains the final budget recommendations of your Finance 
Committee.

The budget being submitted for your approval tonight will allow Hopedale 
to centinue its current services in our police, fire, schools and highway 
departments. In addition, we are recommending funding to improve other 
services such as weed control and tree maintenance and to repair, replace 
and improve town property. We have been able to recommend these additions 
withcut cequiring borrowing or reductions in other areas. Considering our 
difficulties of the past three years, we consider this year's budget 
recommendations to represent a significant improvement for all our residents.

Certificate of acceptance; effect; recordation 
If the Rates and charges due to a city, town, 

municipality or sewer district which accepts this section 

and sections sixteen of such acceptance in the proper 

registry of deeds, for supplying or providing for a 

sewer system or rendering service or furnishing materials 

in connection therewith to or for any real estate at 

the request of the owner or tenant are not paid on or 

before their due date as established by local regulations, 

ordinances or by-laws, which due date shall be so 

established as to require payments at least as often 

as annually, such rates and charges, together with 

interest thereon and costs relative thereto, shall be 

a lien upon such real estate as provided in section 

sixteen B. The register of deeds shall record such 

certificate of acceptance in a book to be kept for 

the purpose, which shall be kept in an accessible 

location in the registry. Sections sixteen B to 

sixteen F, inclusive, shall also apply to a sewer 
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district which has accepted sections sixteen A to 
sixteen F, inclusive, and whose clerk has so filed 
the certificate of acceptance. Wherever in said 
sections the words "board or officer in charge of 
the sewer department" or their equivalent appear 
they shall also mean and include the officers 
exercising similar duties in any city, town or 
district. A fire or water district authorized to 
provide a sewer system shall, for the purposes of 
sections sixteen A to sixteen F, inclusive, be 
deemed to be a sewer district. 


Section 16B. Effective date of sewer charge lien;

As we conclude a year that experienced more 
change than any other since Rockwell Corporation's 
closing, we are optimistic that the most difficult 
days for Hopedale are behind us. We are still 
experiencing some financial problems, but overall 
the town is beginning to stabilize. 


New growth within our community in developments 
such as; Anthony Road, Laurelwood, Parkland Estates, 
Dutcher Hill Estates, Mountainview Estates, Ben's 
Way, Adin Street and the soon to be Pinecrest Estates, 
will forever change Hopedale. As we move from being 
an industrial community to a residential community 
our town should strengthen financially. 


As our residential family grows, our commercial 
family does also. Development of Airport Industrial 
Park is expanding and is well on its way to being a 
credit to our community. The Calarese family is 
rapidly completing their office complex on Hopedale 
Street. Arthur Young has commenced commercial 
construction on his new office next to the Town 
Hall, and Cumberland Farms opened its doors on 
Mendon Street.

Highlights of the Board's deliberations for this 
year include: 


1. Provisional License being awarded to Mass 
Cablevision during August, with a final 
license being granted on January 9, 1984.

This 
ruling stated that Hopedale was deficient 
in accepting the State Statute because an 
article was never inserted in the Town 
Meeting Warrant. We have filed legislation 
to correct this situation for permanent 
Fire and Police Officers, but exempting 
any new employees, call and reserve 
personnel. 


3. We encouraged and supported the application 
to locate a State Micro Electronics Center in 
Hopedale. The Town of Westboro turned out to 
be the sucessful applicant for this center. 


4. We have offered an alternative health plan 
for Town Employees that provides excellent 
coverage for the employee, at less cost. 


Si Onuthe first.Monday in March, the transition 
authorized by Town Meeting for a Water and 
Sewer Board was completed. The Board of 
Selectmen no longer serve as Water 
Commissioners for the town. We extend to 
the new Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners 
our best wishes for providing these vital 
services to our residents. At this same 
time we appointed M. Russell Dennet to our 
new position of Treasurer/Collector. This 
position was created by Town Meeting 
authorization. Mr. Dennett brings with him 
an extensive background in financial affairs 
and we are certain he will be a credit to 
Hopedale.

7. We, along with the Finance Committee and the 
Town Meeting, have authorized renovations 
within the first floor of the Town Hall. 

This work is being done to allow us to better 
serve our residents and employees, as well as 
to provide much needed additional space to 
our administrative town departments. These 
changes will also help us to comply with new 
Federal Regulations for accessibility of 
Municipal Buildings. 


In January of this year long term Selectman, John A. 
Hayes, resigned from the Board to accept the position 
of Town Administrator. This appointment was made after 
publicly posting and advertising this vacancy, and in 
Mr. Hayes' case, action by a Special Town Meeting 
coupled with a Legislative Act. The role Selectman 
Hayes has played in town government since 1973 is 
well recognized.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
SCHOOL YEAR 1983-1984 


The pattern and frequency of the Hopedale School Committee meetings 
and the items which occupied 'the School Committee members’ attention was 
essentially the same this year as previous. The membership of the Committee 
was unchanged as Atty. Louis Noferi was re-elected unopposed in March. 


Wrestling with the combined issues of declining enrollment and declining 
revenues was a major concern for the School Committee during this period. 
The elimination of teaching positions in French and Industrial Arts brought 
the total value of cuts made in service programs since Proposition 2; 
to a value of more than $300,000.00 These reductions have affected virtually 
every program and function within the schools. Every effort has been made to 
keep the reductions in single program areas at a minimum, and as a result,the 
impact on individual students and families has been both varied and piecemeal. 
We are however, struggling with larger class sizes in some areas, an increase 
in scheduling conflicts in some areas, and an increase in the emotional drain 
and fatigue factors on staff and faculty as a result of the extra effort required 
from the increased responsibilities. 


At the same time, not all our attention during this past year was 
focused on program reductions. At the junior-senior high school a computer 
literacy program was instituted in grades 7 and 8 and is a required component 
of every student's program of study. In addition, under the auspices of Central 
New England College, an Introduction to Computers program was offered on Saturday 
mornings to elementary school students and two programming courses granting both 
high school and college credit were offered at the high school. The new Jersey 
Writing Project, a federally funded project to increase teachers' awareness of, 
and skills in, teaching of writing was funded for the second year and involved 
eleven members of the Hopedale faculty. Project Seed, a project designed 
to open the schools to adult members of the community was announced during the 
last school year, and at one point enrolled eleven adult members of the community. 
Students at the junior-senior high school formed a chapter of Students Against 
Drunk Driving and were active throughout the year in bringing a message to their 
fellow students. 


Two long range activities also bore fruit during the last school year. The 
first was the completion of the Health curriculum capping an effort that has been 
more than seven years. With the institution of the tenth grade elective Health 
course, the curriculum in Health is now complete K-12 and marks the attainment 
of amajor course goal of the Hopedale School Committee set in 1978. December of 
1983, also saw in incorporation of the Hopedale Educational Endowment Trust. A 
private, nonprofit foundation, it was created as an arm of the School Committee and 
designed to raise private funds to off-set declining public monies to support 
essential programs and activities in the public schools. The Foundation is 
designed to establish a permanent endowment, the earnings of which will be used on 
an annual basis to augment the school budget. 
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With respect to student enrollment issues, 1983-84 may be the most diverse 


year in the school's history. At the beginning of the year and through much 

of the winter, our attention and discussion continued with issues of declining 
enrollment to the point where we asked the town meeting in March to authorize 

a regional school study committee. The combined issues of small enrollment and 
Proposition 2% seemed to indicate that there were few alternatives to regionalizing 
our schools with Mendon and Upton at some future date. However, with the improving 
economy, the spring months saw a dramatic reversal in the projected enrollment of 
the Hopedale schools over the next few years. 


Excluding the Laurelwood Condominiums, there were more than 350 single family 
housing units approved for construction and ‘begun during the last six months of 
our school year. From existing units and ones that were completed during this 
period, a student enrollment increase of more than 100 students occurred over 
what had been projected. When completed, these additional housing units would 
project an increase in the town's population of better than 50 percent, an increase 
in the number of housing units of more than one third, and a potential increase of 
the student enrollment of 100 percent within the next five years. Should that occur, 
the focus of issues for school programs will show a dramatic change from those of 
declining enrollment to those of a growing enrollment in a short period of time. 
It will also be necessary if that occurs, to confront the need for additional school 
buildings in order to house that population. The maximum potential number of 
students in our current facilities is 900 depending upon distribution. So, close 
on the heels of looking to dissolve the district, the School Committee will be 
approaching the town meeting during the 1984-85 school year with a request to form 
a school building study committee. The combined effort of these two study committees 
will serve to cover the long range planning responsibilities to both the School 
Committee and the community and provide voters with the fullest possible range of 
considered options from which to choose in the years ahead. 


As we confront those issues, the faculty and staff of Hopedale Public 
Schools are committed to the maintenance of the commitment to excellence which 
has been the hallmark of our community and our school system throughout the 98 
years of our existence. Regardless of the direction that the schools pursue, 
there will be difficulties and there will be differences of opinion as difficult 
decisions have to be made. The constant throughout that period will be our 
commitment to the delivery of services to the children of Hopedale to the very 
best of our ability and in a manner which the residents of our community have 
become accustomed.

Report: 


The library was restored to full hours and services this year after 
the masSive budget cuts of the previous year. Sight children partici- 
pated in the Wee Reader's summer reading program and seventeen students 
participated in Track the Dinosaur Summer reading program. The Pre- 
School Story Time was again conducted by the parents of the 3 to 5 year 
olds who enrolled. Nine story hours were offered from Oct. to Dec. 1983 
with an attendance of 184 and 164 attended the 9 story hours offered 
from Mar. through Apr. 1984. A total of 279 children watched vacation 
movies shown in Dec., Feb., and Apr. 

Visits from Loving Care Day Care Center, Wildwood Country Day School 
and the Methodist Church Nursery School in Milford introduced a total of 
85 children to our children's room. Sixty students from Hopedale Public 
Schools, 39 from the kindergarten classes and 21 from the third grade 
were given a tour and library instruction by Mrs. Hattersley.

In the past year, the Highway Department has worked 
diligently to satisfy the needs of the townspeople.

Mr. Donald Hayes, Superintendent of Schools, provided 
the Department with a number of student workers to 
help in various jobs to keep the town clean, including 
picking up the brush and debris from a late winter 
Snow storm. 


The Department is still experiencing numerous problems 
with their leaf loader because of its age and it should 
be replaced soon so that leaf pick up for the town can 
be done properly. Also, after much time and effort on 
the part of the Department, the catch basin cleaner 
has finally been repaired so that all catch basins 

can be properly cleaned. 


Highway Department employees worked many hours this 
winter after snow storms to open up roads as quickly 

as possible. The Department also cleaned the ball park 
at Draper Field. All accumulated brush and rubbish 

was burned and buried to the satisfaction of the 
D.E.Q.E. The project took about eight days. 


Foreman, John Johnson was striken ill and later retired 
from the Department. George Moore was appointed acting 
foreman to fill the vacancy created by John's retirement.

This year marked several milestones in the Water 
and Sewer Department. Effective this March, the 
Selectmen relinquished their role as Water 
Commissioners and combined the Water and Sewer 
Departments into one operating unit. This 
resulted from the vote cf the 1982 Town Meeting 
along with the passage of Chapter 578 of the 
Acts of 1982 by the General Court of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


One of the final acts of the Board of Selectmen 

was to review our water rate structure and to adopt 
a new set of rates, so the amount of revenue 
generated equalled our expenditures. 


We are now in the process of experiencing new growth 
and aS a result we have initiated studies for new 
sources of water within the community. We will also 
be faced with some rehabilitation work on our present 
system. Every effort will be made to secure any 
available state and federal funds in these areas. 


On April 2, 1984, our new Wastewater Treatment Plant 
began processing the towns sewerage. This was the 
culmination of over 14 years of planning. The Town 
was under a federal and state order to stop polluting 
the water of the Mill River. During this construction 
we received additional funding for the extension of 

Our sewer system to correct the most seriously affected 
health problem areas of town. The total cost of this 
improvement amounted to $10,000,000. Of this amount 
$1,824,900 is the town's share to be paid off over a 

40 year bond period by the homes that abutt the system. 


We are very concious of the cost and impact these rates 
will have on the homeowner and we assure you that every 
effort will be made to provide our services to you in

the most cost effective manner. As our town grows and 
more users come onto the system, our treatment plant 
will operate more efficiently and costs should 
Stabilize.

The time, 
effort and dedication he put into our department, 
especially in the areas of sewer construction, planning 
and grant application will long be remembered by all 

of us who worked with him during this project. The

REPORT OF THE HOPEDALE HOUSING AUTHORITY - 1983 


The Hopedale Housing Authority submits to the citizens of Hopedale 
it's report for the year 1983. 


There were nine regular monthly meetings and four special meetings 
held during the year. The Authority meets on the second Thursday in each 
month and the annual meeting is held on the second Thursday in March. 


There are 80 units of elderly housing known as the Griffin-Dennett 
Apartments and the project is operated under Chapter 667 according to 
regulations set forth by the Executive Office of Communities and Develop- 
ment and subsidized by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. TieeGicn. fin 
Apartments were opened in 1964 and the Dennett Apartments were added in 
19-75. 

The Project is managed by Executive Director, Barbara M. Stevens, 
who was granted tenure of office by Legislative action after 14 years of 
service, thus becoming the only tenured Executive Director in the state. 


Funds were received for the painting and staining of both Projects 
in July of 1982, at which time the architect sélection Procedure was 
initiated. The painting contract was awarded in August of 1983 and all 
work, except resurfacing of upper porches was completed by December of 1983 
The porches will be completed in the spring of 1984. 


Replacement of the Master TV amplifier was made and painting and 


redecorating in the Recreation Hall was completed. Due to an excellent 
report received on the Energy Audit conducted, the Authority was granted 
additional funding for energy conservation measures. This was used to 


iieodlie new shower heads and hot water tank insulation. New faucets were 
also installed in the Griffin Apartments. 


The application list continues to warrant a waiting period of six 
months for local residents with a much longer period expected for out of 
town residents.

During the past fiscal year, a survey was undertaken by Joanne Marie 
Barry and Leo Kowalik, Jr. of Framingham CD Headauarters on both municipal 
and privately owned buildings which could be used in an emergency to 
provide food and shelter for residents. The two officials were pleased 
with the facilities which are available and with the cooperation of both 
public officials and private property owners in offering the use of the 
facilities should an emergency arise. 

I was notified during this past year that any surplus equipment loaned 
to the Town through the Civil Defense Agency is now the property of the 
Town of Hopedale because of the passage of special legislation. 

Timothy Bradley has been named Assistant Director of Sector 3B, 
replacing Ernie Combs who retired. Hopedale is included in the area 
encompassed by Sector 3B. 

I attended several seminars during the year; two of them at Sector 
3B Headquarters in Westboro and another at the Sheraton Lincoln Inn 
in Worcester. Fire Chief Donald Moore and I both attended the CEM 
Conference held at the Sheraton Lincoln Inn under the auspices of Sector 
3B. 

Radio and checkerboard (telephone) tests have been conducted on 
a regular basis through the year. Hopedale CD is responsible for 
notifying six area towns in the emergency test network. 

During the past year, hospital beds, crutches, walkers, canes, commodes 
and stools were loaned to residents upon request. These articles are 
available for use by residents at no charge through the local Civil 
Defense program. 

I would like to express my appreciation and thanks to members of the 
Highway and Fire Departments for their assistance in delivering these items

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


There were seven meetings of the Hopedale Conservation Commission during the 
1983/84 cycle, which included four public hearings on new applications for 
construction. The period was a particularly active one for the Conservation 
Commission owing to two main factors: first, for the seed of long awaited 
revisions in the Wetlands Protection Act regulations and; second, the effect of 
dramatically increased residential construction. 


The “revisions to existing Wetlands Protection Act regulations, promulgated 
under Massachusetts General Law, Chapter 131, Section 40" is a major and 
significant advance in the efforts of the Department of Enviromental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) to regulate and control any activity affecting the wetlands under 
its jurisdictions. These regulations are enforced in ‘each community through the 
local conservation commission who acts as an agency of the state and whose primary 
responsibility it is to balance the interests of the protection of the wetlands 
with the interests of the community and its residents who seek to develop and 
utilize thcse resources while remaining dependent upon them. The most immediate 
impact of the new regulations is to substantially tighten the requirements on any 
contract or developer who must now operate under the “presumption of significance". 
The benefits to such developers are the guarantee of greater consistency from 
town to town and from jurisdiction to jurisdiction of the interpretation and 
implementation of the wetlands regulations. 


The fact of a significant increase in local development occuring at the time 
of the issuance of new regulations meant more time and effort on the part of your 
Conservation Commission for each of the applications with which it dealt. Because 
some projects were underway, about half of the Commission's activity this year was 
spent in the completion of those projects that included Parkland Estates, the Farese 
Realty Development on Dutcher Street, the Ford Hill Estate off Neck Hill Road and 
some individual lots on Greene Street and Dana Park. New applications were heard 
and Orders of Condition issued for projects at the Airport Industrial Park, Neck 
Hill Estates, Sacred Heart Church and individual properties on Greene Street and 
Home Park Avenue. 


A continuing interest on the part of the Commission and the development of 
South Hopedale Park also occupied a considerable portion of the Commission's 
attention. The relocation of 75,000 plus or minus yards of sludge from the Milford 
Sewer Plant to the South Park field was a mixed blessing. Because the sludge 
material provided the equivalent of $100,000 worth of fill which allowed the field 
to be brought up to level for virtually its entire length, a significant savings was 
realized at no cost to the taxpayers. On the other hand, the malodorous portions 
of the sludge material caused considerable discomfort to area residents and some 
heightened emotions during the process. Additional development of the South Park 
field occurred through the efforts of Representative Richard Moore who assisted in 
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obtaining the services of the Army National Guard on two weekends during the Spring. 
This effort included the relocation of the fill material off Fitzgerald Drive. That 
was accomplished with the assistance and donated services of several area contractors. 
At the present time, further development of the field is stalled because of the lack 
of finances. The completion of South Park at this point is estimated in the $30,000 
to $40,000 range and is not feasible with a continued piecemeal approach. 


The membership of the Commission was increased to five this year with the 
appointment by the Board of Selectmen of Donald Hayes. During a reorganizational 
meeting of the Commission in November, Donald Hayes was elected Chairman. The balance 
of the Commission membership, which includes, John Farrar, William Francis, David 
Guglielmi and David Phillips, remained constant throughout the year. 


As we look to the next cycle, the anticipated receipt of an application for the 
Pinecrest development between Mendon and Freedom Streets, is expected to be the single 
biggest issue for the Commission during 1984/85.

As in the past, I have, as requested by the Selectmen, 
responded to inquiries from various Boards for legal assistance, 
reviewed and drafted Warrant articles and various legal docu- 
ments for Town Boards. 


I wish to call to the attention of the townspeople that 

I cannot respond to private inquiries for opinions on muni- 
cipal matters. All requests for Town Counsel services must 
be sent to the Board of Selectmen, who are in charge of all 
legal matters by Town Meeting vote, and if they approve the 
request it will be forwarded to me. The requests are re- 
stricted, by law, to municipal business, elected officials 
and Town Boards.
